| SUBMARINE ERUPTIONS. 


French Fishermen Witness Flames and 
Smoke Rising Through the Sea 
at Night.

L’ORIPNT (France) May 9.—Several 
trawlers came in here yesterday report- 
ing an extraordinary phenomenon at 
sea, which would appear to have been 
a submarine volcanic eruption. The 
occurrence took place at a point forty- 
four miles southwest of the Island of

The men on board the trawlers no- 
ticed bright flames and smoke arising 
from the sea. Believing that some ves- 
sel was on fire, the trawler Kernvale 
worked her way in that direction for 

the purpose of rendering assistance. 
‘She could, however, discover no ship 
on fire. 

The fire and smoke, from no appar- 
ent cause, continued throughout the 
night, and, becoming more violent 
toward morning, the Kernvale s 
away to insure her own safety.

OME PLANTS 
GIVE LIGHT. 

‘STRANGE THAT HAVE 

EXCITED SUPERSTITION. 


Trees That Appear Aflame, Plants 
That Yield a Phosphorescent Juice, 
Vines That Make Men Think of 
Ghosts and Bushes That Enable 
One to Read by Their Light. 


One of the early naturalistse—Madame 
Merian—describes an extraordinary 
spectacie which she observed in Asta. 
Her party was moving through a for- 
est at night, when, without warning, 
a large light appeared, at first dim, 
it inereased in size, growing larger 
and larger, until finally a tree was 
outlined in a soft pulsating light. The 
natives were demoralized and refused 
to approach it, saying it was the sa- 
cred tree of fires. But the naturalist 
had little faith fn trees of fire, and 
investigated it, finding that the light 
was due to certain insects, which, by 
the way, have never been observed 
sinee. That a tree or plant could give 
light was deemed a figure of the im- 
agination; yet today it is known that 
light-giving plants are not uncommon, 
but among the most striking and re- 
markable of natural phenomena. Once 
In returning from a day's hunt through 
@ deep forest in the heart of the Adi- 
rondack region I stumbled against the 
dead limb of a tree, when, to my 
amazement, was at once surrounded 
by a silvery light that flew in all di- 
rections, like dots and arrows of fire, 
each piece burning where it lay. This 
was an unusually brilliant display of 
the best known luminous plants, the 
“fox fire,” ‘‘witches glow” of child- 
hood days. To the layman it is often 
mysterious as investigation shows 
nething but decayed wood and some- 
times a soft pulpy mass. The botanist 
will soon point out the light-giver in 
the very midst of some of the fungus 
that has permeated the old branch 
and fairly taken possession of it, con- 
verting it Into a glorious spectacle 
when disturbed. vividness of the 
light may be estimated when it is 
known that print can often be read 
by it and the light of some has been 
known to penetrate through several 
thicknesses of paper. Singular to say, 
the smallest plant is often the means 
of producing the greatest luminous ef- 
fect. This is the Diatom, which the 
naturalist of the Challenger found 
floating tn the ocean in vast numbers, 
and as the nucleus of the Diatom is 
often brilliantly phosphorescent some 
of the most remarkable displays of 
light observed by the naturalists were 
occasioned by these little plants. But 
what shall we say to a sight observed 
by a Norwegian bark in the Bay of 
Funchal? The waters here are fairly 
alive with these little luminous plants 
the year around and on the occasion 
referred to a waterspout formed 
among them. During the day it would 
have attracted little attention, as the 
phenomenon is a common one, but the 
crew of the ship were suddenly con- 
fronted at night by a lHteral pillar of 
fire or light that extended upward to 
a distance seemingly of a thousand 
feet and moved along with a decided 
bend. It emitted a pale, yellow fight 
that stood in strong relief against the 
black night, a weird and formidable 
spectacle rushing on before the wind. 

In the legend of nearly all countries 
there are burning bushes and similar 
phenomena which can readily be traced 
to luminous plants. One of these leg- 


istan says that there was a certain 
spring about or near which grew a 
burning plant, which disappeared when 
any one approached. In 1845 the na- 
tives near Sinila were greatly alarmed 
by a plant which they said burned 
with a fierce glow at night the 
mountains near Syreer—a light 
came from a plant known as am- 
nus, ; 

An English naturalist, wishing to 
astonish some natives in. a wild part 
of Asia, in which he was traveling, 
and impress them with his supernat- 
ural powers, secured a certain’ 
known as ecuphurbia phosphorea and 
rubbing it upon a big rock, caused the 
latter to gleam with flames and present 
so remarkable a speciacie that the na- 
believing that he had sét 
the rock afire -by simply touching it. 
The naturalist was aware that the 
milky juice of this plant that resem- 
bled the dandelion, was brilliantly 
phosphorescent. 
the Hartz Mountains there has 
been for ages, a cave known as the 
haunted cavern and volumes could be 
written on the tales of ghosts and 
strange phantoms observed in and 
about it by the peasantry. Finally an 
Englishman traveling in the vicinity 
and hearing ef it determined to fn- 
vestigate the mystery, and after much 
persuasion obtained two young men to 
guide him to the haunted cavern, 
high among the mountains. After a 
lone climb they reached the cave, but 
nothing would induce the guides to re- 


tion tn the entrance and watlted until 
nizht. No sooner did complete dark- 
Ness set in than the phantom of the 
cave appeared—a remarkable sem- 
blance to a human form, with arms 
outspread, outlined against the gloom 
If the truth be told, the investigator 
was startled; but, making his way to 
the fieure that had alarmed so many 
woodchoppers and wayfarers, he 
found that it was a plant that grew 
upon the wall in that shape. It was 
the well known phosphorescent fungus 
(scientifically known) as rnizomospha, 
subterranea, frequently found In caves 
and familiar to metners. Its light is 
often so vivid that people have read 
‘by it: and many of the ghosts that are 
geen in dungeons, caves and tombs may 
we traced to this tnnocent origin.

In Italy a plant—agaricus olearius— 
is found on the trunks of olive trees, 
that often emits a bright light of a 
blue tint that is so vivid that some- 
times it can be seen in the day time.

It gleamed brightly under 
water and the thermometer buried in 
it was not affected in the slightest.

There thus 
arose a method of detecting typhoid 
fever, depending, however, upon the 
use of a powerful microscope and, 
what made it impossible for physi- 
clans, a continually renewed supply 
of fresh typhoid germs as test re- 
agents.

Bolivia, though, at the same time, it 
is one of the poorest ami decidedly 
the most inaccessible. 

Far more remote from modern civili- 
Zation than Korea, the so-chlled Her- 
mit Nation, which has many fine sea- 
ports, Bolivia, after the war with Chile 
im 1879, lost her‘little strip of seacoast 
which, at the best, was so remote from 


er centers of population and wealth 


ms to be of little service to her. 

The only communication she has 
with the outside world is over a single- 
track railroad line running from Lake 
Titicaca through Peru for 30 miles 
over lofty Andean paaggses, 14,500 feet 
above the sea; or by a stili longer and 
more difficult narrow-gauge road from 
Oruro on the table lands to Antafo- 
@asta on the Chilean shore. These two 
ports of Bolivia, Mollendo and Anto- 
foeasta, both in alien territory, are 
the worst seaports in the 
world, the surf often being so high that 
it t# impossible for days to land or 
embark at either of them. 

Two or three passenger traing a 
week, consisting of two cars each, 
and a few short freight trains every 
week, are all that surmount the tre- 
mendous Andean heights, to reach the 
mere outekirts of Bolivia, whose rich 
center has neVer yet heen pierced by 
gail or carriage , 

NOT A HERMIT BY CHOICE. 

Uniike Korea, however, Bolivia is not 
a hermit nation by choice. Her isoila-

pierces the g@ky at an altitude of 22,- 
000 or ever 23,000 feet. .imagine the 
Great Salt Lake freshened and in- 
creased in Size a dozen times into a 
lake half as large as Ontario, and you 
have Lake Titicaca Imagine Salt 
Lake City dropped down into an im- 
mense crater 1200 feet below the sum- 
mit of the surrounding plain, and you 
have an idea of La Paz, the seat of 
government of Bolivia. I have said 
“seat of government” advisedly, for 
La Pag is not the legal capiial, though 
the President of the republic, the Min- 
isters of State, and all the foreign 
ministers live here.

Sucre 
is the legal capital, but only in name,

nations. 
ROOM FOR EXPANSION. 

Bolivia has many things in her fa- 
vor—her immense territory, * for one 
thing. No nation ean become truly 
great that has not room for expansion, 
elther within her tmmediate borders 
or her colonies. Bolivia has room 
and to spare. The third largest in size 
of the South American republics, sur- 
passed only by Brazil and the Ar- 
gentine, no count®y in Europ is as 
large, with the exception of Rusia. 

Bolivia extends for nearly 1200 miles 
from north to south, and almost 700 
from east to west. In all this vast ex- 
tent of territory there are only about 
1,600,000 people, a population as large 
as Connecticut, to cover a territory 
larger than France, Belgium and Hol- 
land combined. The white people of 
all Bolivia would not make a city as 
large as Providence, however liberal 
one might be in construing the word 
“white.” More than half the people 
are full-blooded Indians, degenerate 
descendants of the valiant Incas. In 
number of inhabitants to the square 
mile, the Hermit Republic ranks the 
lowest of all the nations of the world, 
having at the last census only ninety- 
nine-one-hundreiths of a person to 
every square mile, while Tripoli, which 
comes next in this respect, has one full 
inhabitant to the mile. 

But Bolivia is a country of vast re- 
sources, as well as of magnificent dis- 
tances—-resources, the very surface of 
which have hardly been scratched as 
yet. Its different climates at varying 
altitudes make every agricultural 


‘ 


proluct possible, while its mountains 
contain every known mineral. 

From an elevation a thousand feet 
above the sea in the Amozonian re- 
gion, to the plateaus of Titicaca, 13,000 


whose leaves cocaine is extracted, i 
one of the most valuable products of 
Bolivia. In no other country does it 
flourish so well. It is a shrub growing 
from two to eight feet and 
cultivated in the temperate 
the western plateaus. The thi 

after sprouting a coca plantation be- 
gins to bear, and yields r cent. 
annually on the original cost, and will 
last for thirty or forty years. 
leaves, which are smal] and oblong in 
shape, are stripped off the shrub and 
dried flat, and are then brought to La 
Paz in large bags, where they ie 
died out to the natives by the - 
worth, or sent off to to. be 
manufactured into the cocaine of com- 
merce. 

As used by the Indians, it seems to 
be a harmless stimulant, for they sim- 
Ply chew the dried leaves, sometimes 
mingled with a little limestone, and 
you often see an Indian or the street 
of La Pez with his cheek bulging out 
on the side as though he had a big 
internal wen. Thus used, coca leaves 
are said to be slow, steady and invig- 
orating in their action, enabling a |a- 
borer to walk for long distances with a 
heavy pack on his back, or to work all 
day without food. The results of co- 
caine, when used unintelligently as @ 
drug, are deplorable enough, and it is 
a question whether the Bolivian coca 
plantations are more of a curse or &@ 
blesing to mankind. 


QUININE INDUSTRY. 
Chinchona bark, from which comes 
the quinine of the drug store, is an- 


other important product of Bolivia, 


about whose benefit to mankind there 
can be no such question. Bolivia is 
the natural home of the chinchona tree 
and the very best quality is raised 
here. There are said to be 6,000,000 


or three times' a year narrow strips 


of bark from one foot to ten feet long 


are peeled off and thrown upon a brick 
platform to dry. They curl up like cin- 
namon bark, and after being dried 
for two or three days are packed in 
rawhides and shipped from  Mollendo 
in Peru or Antafogasta in Chile, to 


all parts of the world. A year or two) 


after the bark has been peeled off the 
tree, it grows again, and the process 
can be repeated almost indefinitely. 
Sugar, coffee, of an excellent quality, 
rice, and indeed almost all products 


of the tropical or temperate zones are 


raised in Bolivia, and a walk through 
the markets of La Paz, Oruro, or any 


other large town, shows the abundance. 


of fruit that the country boasts: or- 
anges, bananas, peaches, grapes, pears 
and apples of poor quality, cherries, 
grenadillas, avocado pears, and some 
fruits and vegetables that one rdrely 
sees outside of Bolivia, are found in 
abundance, brought to the cold arid 
tablelands from the warm valleys less 
than thirty miles away. 
MINERAL PRODUCTS. 


The mineral products of the Hermit 
republic are quite as numerous and in- 
teresting as its flora. An old writer 
has described Bolivia as “a table of 
silver on legs of gold,” and this poeti- 
eal ‘description is scarcely an exagger- 
ation. It contains some of the most 
famous silver om in the world, and 
with all their enormous production, 
they are far from exhausted. Potosi 
Mountain, for instance,.is the very 
synonym for silver. J? fifty years, in 


| 


the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 


turies, this mountain yielded in taxes 
to the Spanish crown three billions and 
a quarter of dollars,-and as Spain mer- 
cifully took only one-fifth of the prod- 


| profitable as ever, for the silver moun- 


tains still contain fabulous treasure. 
As a matter of fact, tin and copper 
have been discovered in such large 
quantities of late, and of such a high 
grade that they have decidedly 
eclipsed the silver interest. In tin Bo- 
livia is especially rich. For 250 miles, 
from the neighborhood of Lake Titi- 
caca, to the southern frontier, tin is 
found, and these mines completely 
throw the mines of Cornwell in the 
shade, and even rival the tin deposits 
of the Straits Settlements. In many 
places the metal is more than 50 per 
cent. pure, and both the tin and cop- 
per ore is so rich that it can be trans- 
ported for scores of miles on mule- 
back, for hundreds more by rall, for 
still other thousands by sea, before it 


is smelted in Europe or America, and 


yet mined at a profit, tn spite of all 
these enormous transportation char®eés. 
Perhaps in these days of high prices 
for the metal, copper is the most im- 
portant mineral product of Bolivia, for 
it is found ip Immense quantities and 
of romarkalfe purity. 
T USEFUL LLAMA. 

Tt is difficult to determine whether 
the vegetable, mineral or animal prod- 
ucts of the Hermit republic ape most 
interesting. The possibilities in live 
stock raising are almost untmited on 
the vast uplands in the neighborhood 
of Lake Titicaca, where sheep, cattle, 
horses, llamas, alpacas and vicu 
thrive. Of all these animals the Hama 
is by far the most interesting and im-
